George A. Van Smith, Center of Controversies in State

for Two Years, to Step Out at Once

the State Board of Prison Directors, today submitted his resignation to

‘day. Van Smith was met at Sac- 
‘ramento by Will F. Morrish, an- 
other member of the board, and 
the two had a long conference on 
the train coming to Berkeley. 

The retirement of Van Smith 
comes after a long period of con- 
troversy over prison affairs and the 


actions of the parole board. He 


nas been a member of the prison 
board for two yeara, and within 
that time the board, the prisons 
and parole system have been al- 
most constantly under a fire of 
criticism concerning various de- 
tails. 


BREAKS WITH WARDEN 

Van Smith, as president of the 
board, bore the Brunt of the crit- 
icism. Last winter while on an 
inspection tour of Folsom prison 
he met with an accident that laid 
him up for nearly three months, 
and on his return to business he 
found his health would not per- 
mit the strain of attending to his 
private business ag well as the du- 
ties of the prison board, he in- 
formed the Governor. 

The act which directly precipi- 
tated Van Smith's resignation at 
this time is the recent controversy 
with Frank J. Smith, warden of 
San Quentin prison, in which Gov. 
Richardson sustained the position 
of the warden. Van Smith, in his 
letter to Gov. Richardson, makes 


reference to this situation. His 
letter follows! 
“My Dear Governor: Something 


over three months ago, forced to a 
realization that I could not afford 
the business sacrifices inevitably 
consequent upon my services as a 
member of the State Board of 
Prison Directors, and threatened 
with a physical breakdown, I pre- 
pared and was about to submit my 
resignation. 

“At the urgent and insistent so- 
licitation of colleagues, Di- 
rectors Will F. Morrish and Jullan 
H. Alco, I finally consented to post- 
pone the submission of my resigna- 
tion, but not after January, 1926. 

“Developments during my ab- 
gence east on business make fur-

‘WEED FOUND 
TO BE DRUG 
IN NEW YORK 


_ Hashish Crop Discovered 
Growing on Dump Heap 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Freder- 
ick A. Wallis, correction commis- 
sioner of Brooklyn, said today that- 
twenty acres of hashish-cannabin 
indica, one of the most deadly of 
habit-forming drugs, has been dis- 
covered by police, growing near 
the Queens county Courthouse, 
within the environs of New York 
City. 

The drug was found growing on 
an old dump heap, covering an 
area of six city blocks. It long had 
been regarded as weeds, Commis- 
sioner Wallis, who made the dis- 


covery as the result of revelations 
by a Mexican sallor, estimated that 
the hashish would produce tons 
of the drug annually. The find is 
undoubtedly the source of supply 
of approximately all of the hash- 
ish consumed in New York City, 
Commisisoner Wallis said. 

The Mexican sailér, Andres Huer- 
ta. who led the authorities to the 
drug field, recently was arrested 
on a charge of possessing some 
of the drug.

clothes.

cient Egyptians did not use the 
stones regarded as precious today. 
It was emphasized to me that

Forty Injured by Wreck on 
Pennsylvania Line 


Trains Collide in Fog During 
Run to New York 


Badly Mutilated Bodies 
Taken from Debris

PLAINSBORO (N. J.) Nov. 12. 
Speeding through a dense fog the 
Pennsyivanfa Raliroad’s Mercan 
tile express from St. Louls early 
today crashed into the rear sleep 
ing car of an axpress train from 


Washington, kil at least ten 
persons and injuring forty, some 
of whom are not expected to sur- 
vive. Both trains were bound for 
New York. 

The exact number of dead wil! 
be uncertain until t wreck- 
age is cleared, which y not be 
until tomorrow morning. Ali-night 
wrecking crews worked slowly in a 
pouring rain under the glare of 
flickering lights, with curious 
crowds watching the operations 
State troo and railroad police 
gcvarded tangled wreckage.

TRAIN GOING SLOW 


The Washington train, composed 
of seven day coaches and three 
Pullmans, was traveli at about 
ten miles an hour. @ report 
was that engine trouble had de- 
veloped necessitating slow proced- 
ure. Another report was that the 
train was several minutes ahead 
of schedule; that it had come to a 
stop and that the flAagman had 
gone ahead to learn if the St. Louis 
train had passed the point. There 
were no indications to the contrary. 
The flagman had just boarded the 
Washington train and it again got 
‘under steam when the st. Louis 
train, speeding at a rate said to 
have been fifty-five miles an hour, 
| crashed into the rear car of the 
Washington express.

— The 
proposed law governing the right 
of foreigners to own property in 
Mexico, was returned from com- 
mittee to the Chamber 5 Deputies 
in a modified form with a recom- 
mendation for approval attached.

article formerly specified.

Since the discovery 
of oll in Oklahoma in the latter 
part of the century the Osages 
had, up to 1926, received $96,000. -

Seattle and Detroit Are 
(Exclavive DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—New 
York and Chicago are average, and 
not expensive cities in which to 
live, the National Industrial Con- 


ference Board reported yesterday. 
following a national study of com- 
parative living costs. Taking the 
country as a whole for the 10 
cent standard, living costs in 
York are 102.1 per cent. 

The really expensive cities in 
which to live are Seattle, with an 
index number of 123.8, and Detroit, 
rated at 118.1. Others are Jack- 
Fia., Cleveland, O., and 
cisco. The cheapest is 
Baltimore, with an index figure of 
84.8. Other cheap cities are Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans, Boston and 
Atlanta. 

The report also shows American 
taxpayers dug deeper into their 
pockets in 1924 than ever before to 
meet levies of Federal, State and 
local governments. Despite a down- 
ward trend in taxes, total payments 
of Federal taxes last year were 2 
per cent more than 1923 and 14 
per cent more than in 1922.
